The University of Bucapest consists of a technical ashool known es the 

Vachnical University and the University proper, containing the “philosophicel” 
faculties and known as the University of Sciences. The Physics Institute 

of the University of Sciences is to be developed into a nuclear physica research 
institute. It is not clear vet whether Hevesy and Janossy, should they return, 
would function here o: whether the new nuclear research facilities toa be built

in addition to the two universities above, both of which can be regarded in the 
future aa technical schools, the Hungarian Government is plenning to build ten 
new technical achools and to complete the building of all of them by 1950.

The Academy of Sciences of Fungary, a long-established institution, has recently 
attraoted the intorest of Metyas Rakost, General Secretary of the Hungarian 
Workera (Communist) Party. Previously this academy, like most institutions of 
its sort, extended the honors of membership to recognized scientists and fore=- 
fathered for a limited number of annual meetings and lecturea.

The Scientific Council (Tudomanyos Tanacs) was first brought into being 
in June 1948 under the presidency of Erno Gero, Minister of Industry.
